No one seriously expects a 
new election at this time. It is 
the gencral impression that the 
British labcr government will 
make ev--y effort to stay in of- 
fice hoping for something that 
will halt tho decline in its ecun- 
omy. It is recognized that the 
growing sentiment against soc- 
ielism in England has « depress- 
ing effect on CCF supporters in 
Caneda and CCF leaders are 
striving desperately to “play 
down” the impurtaave -of the 
municipal elections. The CCF 
party in Canada belongs to and 
actively promotes a union of 
Empire socialist parties. It is 
noted here that the “gallup’’ 
poll of Britain confirms the 
heavy loss of support for the la- 
bor government and a consider- 
able gain by the Conservative 
party.

John Diefenbaker, prominent 
party leader, denies the need 
for new policies feels that the 
party's need is for a_ publicity 
campaign to inform the public 
what the party stands for.
